At present with the 
exception of certain excise taxes, all 
revenue is derived from 
what 
is 


known as the general property tax, 
which is the form of taxation pre- 
scribed toy the constitution. 
No re- 


form in the tax system can be made 
therefore until the constitution 
is 


amended. Once amended it would be- 
come possible to classify property, 
which means thai the rate on personal 
property could be reduced, less per- 
sonal property would be concealed at 
the lower rate and it is certain that 
the state would after all derive a 


greaiter revenue rrom the greater re- 
turn. This has been done already in 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, New York, 
Connecticut, and one or 
two other 


states and others are seriously consid- 
ering the advisability of altering their 
tax systems. Nearly if not all coun- 
tries of Europe have long since dis- 
carded the general property tax with 
its obnoxious uniform rate, and the 
results have been eminently satisfac- 
tory.

Issues Warning to Citizens to be on 


the Jjookont for Petty Thieves 


on the Fourth. 


Chicago, July 
2.—Fifty detectives 


today are searching t'he city for a tall, 
thin, studious looking man, giving the 
name of j. H. Raymond1, who disap- 
peared three days before Mrs. Frances 
Thompson was found strangled 
to 


death in a Michigan avenue boarding 
•house. The (police are absolutely with- 
out a clue as to tihe wttereabouts of 
Raymond. 
The murder victim was 


identified last night as (Mrs. Prances 
Thompson, wife of Edward Thomp- 
son, a St. Paul, Minn., school teacher, 
by Walter Gihnour, an operator, and 
her brother. He said Shis sister left 
her husband about a year ago in St. 
Paul and came to Chicago to live. The 
•theory that the woman, was murdered 
for her diamonds is discredited. The 
police think revenge was the motive. 
Most of the diamonds were not taken. 


An examination 
of t'he 
woman's 


body by the coroner and 'physicians 
today showed that she had been crim- 
inally assaulted and that she had 
beem the victim of almost inconceiv- 
able brutality. She had been choked 
until the bones of her throat were 
broken and stamped on 
with shod 


feet and her body ibore more than 100 
bruises. 'Two linen handkerchiefs hadi 
been thrust into tier throat as a gag.

We shall take no chances with petty 
thieves a.nd burglars, and every city 
patrolman will give special attention 
to suspicious loking characters. 


"I would recommend that no val- 


uables be left lying loose about homes 
while the residents go out sight- 
seeing1, as it is just su^h snn^s as 
these that thieves will be looking for 
on a combined Fourth of July and 
circus celebration. It. would be well 
or somebody of each family to be 
t home all day in cases where valu- 
bles are kept in the house."

many hundreds of rural visitors, Sat- 


rday, and much of the attention of 
he police will b<? needed to care for 
he downtown parade crowds.
